Religious Education. 


A REPORT issued by a joint committee of the Conference of Head. 
masters recently held at Tonbridge, contains much that is of great 
importance to Jews. The report recommended the virtual elimina- 
tion of the Old Testament in the teaching of Keligion, and held that 
children of thirteen or younger should be taught nothing from its 
pages. The reason given is that there is “a very real danger that 
what may be calied the O!d Testament view of God should be accepted 
by the young as being the normal and indeed the orthodox view, 
The committee declares 
itself anxious for pupils at this age to study the Gospels “not so 
much from the detailed criticism of the text, on broad lines of 
Christian belief and Christian practice, so that boys and girls may 
realise that the only Christian view of God is that which Christ 
held.” This will give an idéa of what the Headmasters’ Committee 
conceives is the attitude that should be adopted by Christians 
towards the Old Testament and its teaching in regard to the 
Godhead. The Committee goes on to observe that older children 
“should be taught to recognise that the main importance of the 
Jewish contribution to the world lies in the Prophets and the 
Psalms," and urges that the teaching of the Old Testament should 
be kept subordinate to this end, although it does not “ deprecate the 
use of the great stories” contained in the Old Testament. The 
purpose which the Committee has in making these recommenda’ 
tions, is frankly stated to be what it conceives as “the danger 


‘of what may be called an Old Testament conception of God.” 


“To obviate this danger,” it says, “and to secure" the result 
of making it cleac that the conception of God must be ia 
harmony with Christ's teaching and otherwise has no authority, 
“is the main purpose” underlying the recommendations. From 
thie Christian point of view, thers is we think little to be objected 
to in the Headmaster’s report. To teach the Christian Religion 
without insisting upon the conception of God in accordance with 
the teaching of thg Founder of Christianity must obviously be 
futile. And it is well that Jews should recognise this unbridg- 
aW@ic gulf between the Jewish and the Christian faiths, although 
the report does not show much advance in the Jewish 
doctrine of Religion in its broadest aspects, which is supposed to be 
the goal of what is somewhat loosely termed the Mission of Israel. 


' There is, however, ® more practical consideration arising from the 


teport. Jewish parents send their children to the Public Schools 
represented by the Headmasters’ Conference, and the religious teach- 
in them, certainly if not the whole curriculum of instraction, must 
be greatly influenced by the report to which we refer. Moreover, many 
Jewish parents allow their children to receive religious instruction at 
the Pablic Schools. Indeed, at some of them attendance at religious 
instraction is made obligatory. What hops, 
be of children becoming loyal and understanding Jews and Jewesses, 
who in their carly and most impressionable years are taught that 
the Jewish conception of God is “dangerous " and that the only true 
conception is that which “is in harmony with Christ's teaching?" 
Surely this constitutes a new challenge to the Community—to indi- 
vidual Jews, demanding of them whether they are content togive their 
children over to teaching designed to make of those who come under 
its influence Christians in faith and Christians in ideas; to the 
Community at large asking it how long it will allow this corroding 
influence to prevail, without providing somealternative for Public 
School educatiou for Jewish children. The demand for Secondary 
Jewish Schools has frequently been made. The report to which we 
draw attention should make that demand more insistent than ever.

The Jewish and 
Fighting for Oil.

The words I have quoted are the concluding sentences of one 
of the most remarkable books issned recently. I6 is called 
“ We Fight for Oil,” is by Mr. Ludwell Denny, and it is published by 
Alfred A. Knopf. The object of Mr. Denny’s book is to show that 
not only, as President Coolidge has said, the supremacy of nations 
may be determined By the possession of oil and its products, but 
that the very existence in anything like their present prestige 
of the United States and of the British Empire, is dependent upon 
the respective Empires’ possessing a sufficiency of oil. And he 
shows that in prevailing circumstances Great Britain has relatively 
more oil than the United States, which indeed can perceive, in the 
near future, a definite shortage, with all the consequences which 
the lack of oil ‘is bound to entail... With all the conclusions 
at which Mr. D:nny arrives, it is not likely there will be general 
agreement. For one thing, he writer frankly from the American 
point of view, and moreover he evidences, [ think, something of a 
panic sentiment—an exaggerated fear—which is the over-anxiety 
characteristic of the mervous condition of the American people in 

the average. But even so, we have to remember that one of the 
most fallacious of proverbs is that which declares that it takes two 
to make a quarrel. Nothing of the sort. In nine cases out of 
ten, it takes one to make a quarrel, and it often happens that of 
two who subsequently quarrel, one desired. peace but was 
unable to obtain it. So that the American viéW in this oil fight is 
of supreme importance, whether the fears and the anxiety Mr, 
Denny expresses are reasonable or groundless. Into the details of 
the fight for oil [do not propose hereto enter. Suffice it to say that 
he makes out a prima facie case for grievance, or at least for 

' mecessity on the part of the United States, and almost says—in

the other hand, it is surely remarkable that the Soviet Goverm- 
ment with its desire to abolish Religion which it has more thag® 
once termed “inhuman dope,” and so to exterminate inter alia th 
Jewish Faith within its borders, should have assigned large tract® 
of land of any kind for the purpose of segregating Jews and thug 7 
accentuating their Judaism. Bat when we come to understand@ 
how the Soviet Government, with its anti-capitalistic notions no} 
withstanding, finds itself desperately short of financial means ang 
‘acilities, it is easy to perceive how gladly it must have welcomed, 
ndeed the suggestion did not come from it, a plan whereby America® 
synoney should come into ite coffers in the form of philanthropy, 
ind reading Mr. Denny's book there can be no doubt whatsoevel 
that this plan of Rassian Colonisation dovetailed very well with the 
necessity the United States feels for obtaining control of oil in Russia 
by means of good relations with the Soviet Government. To gaig 
that control nothing could be more convenient thag 
opening good relations with “the Soviet Government, noe 
could anything be better for that purpose than for the Sovieg 
Government to appear on the one hand to be most anxious for the 
welfare of Jews, whose brethren in the United States form a vital 
element in American finance, and on the other to receive im 
exchange American Jewish dollars. I am strengthened in 
the view, gained by the facts narrated in Mr. Denny®@ 
book, of the tendenzs of Russo-Jewish C olonisation, by the 
fact that only a few days ago Mr. Rockefeller, the oil king, 
gave a princely donation to the plan. The poet Tennyson 
in one of his choicest lyrics gives the advice to a young man abouts 
to marry, not to marry for money but to go and marry where money 
is. It seems to me that something of the kind bag been influencing 
our American bretbren in regard to Russian Colonisation. It may 
be that they bave not consciously made this philanthropic effort 
merely as a matter of politics. But American politics have fitted im 
very neatly indeed with their philanthropic endeavour. If it had 
not been that the United States needed to obtain eontrol of the 
Rassian oil-fields, Ido not believe we should have heard very much 


that millions of dollars would have poured into Russia from the 
pockets of American Jews for the purpose of colonising fellow- 
Jews in conditions and circumstances as forbidding as any 
cenceivable, an 


But Jewish interest in this matter does not stop here. 
in a sense—in a comparative sense—it just about begins. What 
has happened in regard to the “drives” for Russo-Jewish Colonisa 
tion in America? Those responsible for them found themselveg 
from the very first coafronted by other “drives"'—chiefly those 
undertaken in the Zionist interest for work in Palestine, The 
rivalry between them was intense. It formed an internecine 
struggle. To such an extent was this so that both efforts, 
Russo-Jewish and Zionist, found themselves largely injared by the 
rivalry. In consequence a plan was devised for a joint collection, 
a joint appeal. Its success was not conspicaous and so, as I figure 
things out, those who were strongly bound to the Russo-Jewish 
effort aud opposed to Zionist strivings did what any tradesman 
would do, who found himself hampered by an awkward competitor. 
They determined to merge the two efforts by amalgamating the Zionist 
one. That obviously was a loug step further than the co-operative 
measure of a joint collection. So we coine upon the scheme 
whereby, in the words of Mr. Louis Marshall, there are to be no longer 
Zionists aad non-Ziodists. Clearly if that could be effected, there 
would be an end to the rivalry between Zionism and Russa. 
Jewish Colonisation both of which—Zionism it is true much 
more than Rasso-Jewish Colonisation—had before them anything 
bus roseate prosp2cts, especially now that the crest of the American 
prosperity wave with the enormous accession of wealth consequent 
upoa the war, has besa passed. So that it would seem that Mr, 
Marshal! and his Russo-Jewish colonising friends were “ waiting” 
for Dr. Weizmann, and that the “pact” which has been entered 
into was a “roping in” of De. Weizmann and the Zionists. Not 
alone will the “ pact” eaable Russo-Jewish colonisers in the United 
States to regulate the “drives” for their Cause and that of Zioniem 
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Zionist activity there—and to a large extent elsewhere— 
vis-a-vis the work for Russian colonisation. The Zionists 
for their part have all along throughout the negotiations been 
cleverly deinded, or have deluded themselves that they were 
“roping in” Mr. Marshall and his Rasso-Jewish colonisers. The 
“pact” was thus oot a triamph of Zionist Jews in America, but 
for Russo-Jewish Colonisers there. Dr. Weizmann, in sbort, has 
suffered the fate of more than one biter—he has been bit. He is 
the Jew who declared he had captured the Cossack who had fast 
hold of the Jew’'s beard and wou!d not let him go! The Russo-Jewish 
colonisers have got the substance by their bargain, aud they very 
wisely allow Dr. Weizmann to romp away withthe halo. Tothink of 
these non-Zionists as Zionists, as so:ne Zionists imagine, is ridicalons. 
For thirty years they Laye at best miinigzined a passive attitude to 
the Movement, and, at worst, bave violently opposed it and 
denounced these who supported it. Pat now they have— 
to use an American-Jewish expression— ‘bought up the whole 
caboodie"; and up till mow, so far as one caa tell, thoy have not 
paid a cent for the purchase. Although it is only fair to say that 
some members of the Zionist Execative have been busy going 
around and whispering into eager ears that De. Weizmann has 
promissory notes in his pocket aggregating to at least a million 
sterling—as if this, if a fact it be, and the notes are duly honoured, 
covers the multitade of sins! As to thispart of the affair, lam not 
for the moment concerned. It would be quite in accordance with 
tradition if it were found that the Morement had been sold in 
America and pari passu in the rest of the world, and had bsen 
purchased not for money. “For thus saith the Lord,” in the words 
of the Prophet, “ Ye have sold yourselves for nought.” Waether 
Zionism will be able to redeem itself without money, to complete 
the prophetic word, remains to be seen, 


it is, perhaps, necessary, however, to add two points. In thus 
sketching the real inwardness o! the Mershall-Weizmann pact, as 
it appears to be revealed, one must of course have regard to the 
main stream of events. Bat that does not mean that all. sorts 
of tribugary streams have not been flowing into the main stream, 
accelerating, widening and deepening it. Taus,jast as oil trouble 
in America has reached over in its effeets aupoa Palestine, so 
events in Palestine have iafluenced much in this new departure 
into which poor Pr. Weizmann has beea go ruthlessly drawn 
by the slickaess of our American brethren who are not Zionists, 
‘There is, for instance, the vast potentiality inherent in the Daad 
Sea prodacts. Tauere again the love for Zion has become infinitely 
intensified by the prospects of potash upon which, if | may be 
pardoned the reference, many a Perlmutter has recently had his 
eye. Hut sufficieat bas beea said, I am sare, to let my readers 
think out for themselves something of the relation of the hidden 
hand of chance, and the largely unexposed conditions which 
have,beea working daring the last few months to the present 
position of the extended Jewish Agency scheme. With ii, 
rem>mber, De. We zmiaa eould do nothiag in America for years, 
and be wouldin my view have dove nothing aow balit net proved a 
‘ready link in the chain of political-circamstances there. I have no 
doubt that I sha!| be blamed for having imputed motives to certain 
people in respect to receat happenings. I have been carefal to do 
nothing of the sort, and I would repsat that there is no reason 
to suppose that consciously the motives ofall conéerned have not 
‘been singleminied. But that does not necassarily alter the fact 
‘that the motives may well hare be2a indaced in somthing of the 
sway I have sketenued.

member. In the Eaglish Jockey Club, I believe there are only two 
Jewish members, and they are both Rothschilds, viz. Mr. Anthony de 
Kothschild and Mr. James de Rothschild. 


While on the subject of the Rothschilds, I may mention here that 
the Barmit vah will be celebrated on Saturday, January 12th, at the 
Great Synagogue, of Master Edmond Leopold, the son of Mr. Lionel 
de Rothschild, O.B.E. Mr, Lionel in addition to being the President 
of the Unired Synagogue, is the Warden of the Great Synagogue, 
and it is q ‘ite im accordance with the traditions of his family that 
his young son sh uld read his Barmi‘zvah Portion at the place of 
worship with which the Rothschilds have been closely identified for 
so many years. Various members of the Rothschild family have been 
Wardens of the Great Synagogue for an uninterrupted period of close 
on a century.

He takes the 
greatest personal interest in this arduous task. Not only is Mr, 
Isaacs the Jewish Chaplain to the Prison, but he is the “guide, 
philosopher and friend” of the uafortunate men on their discharge, 
and he will not be relieved of this trying position while he has the health 
and strength to give to this hu nanitarian taxk,. I feel sure I am echoing 
the sentiments of his Congregation and the Community generally when I 
express the hope that he may be spared for many years yet to carry on 
the cood work, :

Jewish Educ tion. 

“ Jewish Epvcation Maycuester Sacronp,” by the Rev. 
I, W. Slotki (Sherratt & Hughes, Manchester), will be found exceedingly 
helpful by all those who are keenly interested in the problems of education 
that are at the heart of Jewish life. Every aspect of the subject receives 
detailed treatment and is discussed with fullness and ability. All is told 
in an extremely interesting form and graphic way, and possesses the con- 
spicnous merit of being the fruit of first-hand and independent investigation. 
The scope of the work may be gathered from the specific headings of the 
inquiry : What is Jewish Education ? ; Sources of the Information ; Educa- 
tional Agencies ; Changes and Declines ; Curriculum and Method ; Organisa- 
tion and Supervision; Hours of Instruction; Jewish School Population 
cad Hebrew Teaching Staff ; Provision of Hebrew Instruction; A Decreasing 
Sehool Population; Overlapping and Co-ordination; A Remedy; The 
Joint Jewish Education Board for Mancheste® and Salford ; and the Central 
Committee for Jewish Education. There are three appendices: (a) The 
Jewish Populations of Manchester and Salford; (b) Official Report of the 
Joint Jewish Education Board for Manchester and Salford (1922-1926) ; 
and (c) Joint Jewish Education Board Report for 1926-28. As a result 
of a careful examination of all the available data, e.g; the number of children 
on the school registers of Manchester and Salford Municipal Education 
Committees, in 1927 (session 1927-28), Mr. Slotki arrives at the following 
eatimate of the respective Jewish populations of the two cities: Manchester, 
27,762, or a maximum of 28,856; Salford, 5.238, or a maximum of 5,444; 
or roughly, Manchester, 28,000 ; Salford, 5,000 ; total, 33,000, 

Dr. A. Eichholz contributes a commendatory preface to the work. 
Mr. Slotki has produced a very interesting and suggestive book which should 
receive its generous meed of high praise. He has not only set down the facts 
in scientific fashion, but he has classified and analysed them and indicated 
their significance. His method thoroughly deserves earnest consideration 
in other Jewish centres, which may well take his local survey as a model 
for their own inquiries. 3 


Biography. 

“ Tue Usknown Sanctuary,” by Mr. Aime Palliére (Bloch, New York, 
$2.00), is the fascinating soul-moving story of a devout Catholic in quest 
of the verities of religion—a pilgrimage which came to an end in the pulpit 
of a Synagogue instead of the altar of a Catholie church. Palliére was destined 
by his mother for the priesthood, and his childhood and youth were devoted 
to the preparation for that career, Later in life he became a convert to 
Judaism by conviction and a disciple of Rabbi Elijah Benmozegh. He is 
@ writer of talent and a remarkable personality. He speaks fluent Hebrew, 
and knows both modern and ancient Jewish literature. He is assistant 
preacher of the Synagogue of Rue Coperric, Paris, and is working tirelessly 
for a renaissance of Judaism in France by educating the youth. The original 
French edition created a profound impression in Christian and Jewish circles. 
This English version is the work of Mrs. Stephan 8. Wise, who has been 
exceedingly successful in seizing the arresting spiritual quality of the French 
-oFiginal. Mr. E. Flag contributes a ‘foreword’ to the volume. 

THe Mystic anp Her mm Istam,” by Miss 
Margaret Smith (Cambridge University Press, 10s.’ 6d.), represents the first 
complete biography of the Muslim samt Rabia of Basra, a unique personality in 
Islamic mysticism in the eighth century. Part I. gives an account of her 
life; Part Il. is concerned with her teachings and writings ; and Part III. 
deals with the place in Islam of women in general and women saints in par- 
ticular.

available make this possible.

Those who have already sampled the vigorous style and penetrating 
analysis of which Ferdinand Ossendowski is master will flod in “Slaves 
of the Sun” (George Allen and Unwin, 163.) a further example of this 
great traveller’s power to take his readers to those little known and 
hasardons parts of the earth which it is hig life-work to investigate. 
Possibly this latest work of the Polish traveller may be regarded as a gracefal 
manifestation of the spirit of the Littie HKatente, for Osasendowski 
begins his travels in French Gaioea on the terrible West Coast of Africa, 
and penetrating into the borders of the Sahara, strikes along tho course

French administration, the Ivory Coast. His whole journey ts fn lands 
beneath the tricolour. Those who have had experience of life ip the 
tropics will relish the joy of being shown in vivid language the marvels 
of the lands of the sun without the discomfort and disease which 
actual travel in snch climates necessarily entails. The book, & 
Judge from its English translation must be in the original a fascinating 
piece of literature. The translation from the Polish has been done by 
Mr. H. C. Stevens, who has really achieved a triumph of Eoglish 
prose for which he may be justifianly proud asd Ossendowshi 
genuinely grateful. Apparently Mr. Stevens, who is a recognised 
authority on Slavic languages, is as profound a stadent of Polish as help 
& master of vigorous English prose, to say nothing of being a learned 
critic of music, in which capacity he is already well-known to readers of 
IHEP Jewish CHronicie. “Staves of the San” deserves to earn a per- 
manent place in the library among those few books of travel which com- 
bine authoritative facts and a shrewd examination of the problem of the 
coloured races, with that touch of literary genins which makes their 
reading a fascinating literary excursion.

Union of Young Israel Societies. 


Dayan Lazarus's Presidential Address. 


Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., the President of the Union of Young 
Israel Societies of Great Britain and Ireland, delive:e1 the Presidential 
address of the Union on Thursday evening of last week at Jews’ College. 
The Chairman of the Union, Mr. H. Bueno de Mesquita, presided. 

Dayan Lazarus began his address by quoting the Socratic principle, 
“ Koow Thyself,” and said it was nécessiry to emphasise the importance 
and the perfect applicability of this maxim in reference to the aims of 
Young Isracl as an organisation. The Constitution of the Union of Young 
had been felt desirable of 
achievement in the following words: “The aim of the movement 
shall be to uphold and promote both publicly and privately the 
best traditions of Judaism and the Jewish prople.”, Then followed 
another clause consisting of six suggested ways by which the aim might 
be attained, the first two of which were (a) the introduction of a Jewish 
atmosphere based on tradition into everyday life, and (+) the establish. 
ment of Study Circles in its constituent societies. Davan Lazarus 
emphasised the need of appreciating the difference in the iufl ence of the 
Union on the members of a society and on an individual young Israelite. 
“ Young Israel” as a corporate body could comprise and unite many young 
Israelites of different ages, education, upbringing, and re igious outlook, 
It was from this standpoint that he wished to emphasise the application 
of the p inciple: “Kaow Thyself.” For in order to be able to foster 
certain Jewish characteristics which might be considered as worthy 
traditional ideals, it was essential first to recognise and acknowledge 
them. And in this respect Young Israel,” as a. comprehensive Union of 
Jewish Youth, reminded him of “ The Sons of the Prophets,” who were 
mentioned as a hody in the days of the Prophet Samuel, and to which 
Baul was said to have been drawn as an associate. 


“Destructive Influence of ‘ Liberal Judaism.” 


In emphasising the necessity for Bible study, the speaker said it was 
hampered by two main canses: (1) The fact that the Bible was in 
Hebrew and required an extensive, continuous application ; and 2) the 
prejudices against the Bible. Whether he agreed or disagreed, it was 
the duty of every Jew to cherish his incomparable treasure of literature, 
which had affected the eptire world. The Bible and ite Hebrew 
dependencies and the whole range of Hebrew literature were the 
depository of the nation’s best thogghts, and no Jew could ignore 
that Jewish creation without making himself contemptible. 

A direct knowledge of the Prayer-Book put one into touch with the ~ 
career of the nation, its agonies and its hopes. They would appreciate 
the destructive influence of “Liberal” Judaism that discarded Hebrew as * 
an essential: that mutilated the historical character of their Prayer- Book 
by adapting it to the whimsicalities and current feelings of the day. 

In conciusion, Dayan Lazarus said he had no doubt that in time those ~ 
very doctrines that were so attractive to people to-day would be as dead 
as many other fancies that were found in the scattered pages of Jewish - 
history. The Jewish people had outlived them all, a d with the «id of 
their love and devotion they could contribute towards the eternal life of 
their people for the future. 

A discussion followed, and Dayan Lazarus was accorded a vote of”

A CHILDREN’S BIBLE. 


The Bibdie. as generally acknowledged, is not only the basis of the 
Jewish religion but also the foundation of Jewish knowledge. It is 
th refore imperative, if we wish to give our children a sound Jewish 
education, that they siidnuld be encouraged to read and know the Bible, 
if not in the original, at least in the translation. Unfortunately, we 
eannot deny the fact that the B:ble as a whole is quite beyand the 
capacity of a chil:’s mind to comprehend. Besides, a great part of it 
cannot be of any interest to young people, such as the Books of Leviticas 
and the Chronicies, as well as large portions of several other Books. 
Moreover, there are many passages to be found all through the Bible 
which are decidedly not suitable for children to read, I would therefore 
suggest that, for the purpose of the instruction of the young, the Bible 
should be reduced to one-third or even a fourth of its present dimensions, 
eliminating all bat that which the child can digest and understand. Ia 
other words, I propose the edition of a Children’s Bible. The children 
could be induced to make a habit of reading every day a chapter or two 
of their’ own Bible ; thus at the age of fourteen they would have acquired 
@ fairly good knowledge of the Scriptures, with the probability that a 
pumber of them may be led to take up the study of the whole Bible when 
they have grown older. The expense of the production would be insig- 
nificant compared withthe great pox<sibilities this venture may have in 
store. It may even be the means of creating a Bible-reading and a Bible.

Tbhata ew gave a practical manifestation 
of his admiration of Dickens's geoias in the shape of an annuity to one 
of his descendants, should be put op record. A theory has been expounded 
thar genius, particularly where Jews are concerned, and hardship ¢9 haad 
in hand. and are complementary to each other. . . Many writers of 
gen us in the Ghetto literal'y died of starvation, Many writers living 
are there who expend their energies in the struggle for existence, resulting 
in the strangulation of their talent. Let tose unfam liar with the struggles 
of Jewish writers go to the poetry of Merris K senfeld, where an unfor et. 
‘tabie picture of the hardships and severe trial« of Jewish writers will be 
“presented to the »,in all its gloom! Writers of renown are not cxcepted. 
The struggtes of “Shalom Aleichem,” ater he had been recognised as 
the Yiddish Mark Twain, are well kewwn,. But the fate of writers in the 
sacred tongue is harder still. They have to fight a lone battle. A few 
years ago it was reported that the great Hebrew poet, Tchernichowsky 
(second to Bialik), was on the verge of starvation. And his was not an 
isolated case. In the Middle Ages, we had our patrons of Hebrew 
litera! ure. whose generosity has been recordedin history. An ontstanding 
‘example is Samue! H+-Nagid (flourished at the endof the tenth century),

Delegates from various parts of the country attended the Council 
Meeting of the Federation beld in Leeds (a brief report of which was 
given in our last issue). Mr. H. Harris, LL.B., was in the Chair, 

On the motion of Mr, L. J. Hirschel, seconded by Mr. LJ. Courts, 
the following resolution was adopted: “That the publication of Tum 
JEWISH ACADEMY be discontinued.” 

Mr. L. Taylor, the Treasurer, reported on the financial position of the 
Federation. Hes id thatit was more satisfactory than in the previous 
year, and was partly due to the increased profit from the Summer School, 
and partly to the discontinuance of THe JBWish ACADEMY. 

It was decided, on the motion of the Treasurer, seconded by Dr. 1. 
Rosenhead, that the sum of €159 be allocited to the Reserve Fund.” A 
sum of £10 was granted to assist the Jew ish students in Eastern Europe. 

Mr J. Stone, BA., the Pore ga Seeretary of the Federation, 
reported that efforts were being made to revive the World Union of Jewish’ 
Students, aud that a Conferenee tor the parpose was to be held in Paris: 
this month. 3 

Mias L.. J. Keidan, M. A., the Hon. Assistant Secretary, referred to 
the lecturers from the ¥edoration who had visited -the Constituent 
Societies. Reports from those Societies were submitted. 

A letter was read from thé retiring Hon. President, Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, K.B.E., which states:

id} That the salary of the newls appointed officer shali be £500 per annum. 
The appointment to be terminable by three monthe’ notice cn either side. 

(e} That Miss Balaban be appointed ful! time Clerk tothe Board at a 
salary of £165 per annum. ; 

(f) That provided the expenditure does not exceed £150 per annum, the 
offices of the hoard be removed to 2), Great St. Helen's, E.C.3, at the earliest 


opportunity. 

{9} Theat an advertisement be inserted in the Jewish Press, inviting 
for the vacant office of Education Officer and Secretarr, stating 
sa'ary offered and duties, etc. 


(The advertisement appears elsewhere in this issue.' 


In the absence of the Rey. Michael Adler, the recommendations of 
the Special Commiftee were submitted by the Rev. I. Goldston. 

Rabbi M. GoLLopr, in seconding the recommendations of the Special 
Committee said that the appointment of a Secretary alone would be 
practically useless as everyone had already agreed. A certain amount 
of time would have to be directed to office work. It was very uofair that 
Mr. Herbert Adier, the Director of Jewish Education, should be expected to 
act as Education Officer to the Boarditself. It was unfair to him and to 
bhe general Community to burden him with the inspection of the classes. 

Dr. A. EICHHOLZ said he quite agreed with what Rabbi Gollop had 
baid that the time had come for the Buard'to have its own inspecting 
officer. He (Dr. Eichholz) thought it only right that the Jewish Religious 
Education Board should he the first body after the Jewish War Memorta! 
to appoint an Educa’ion Officer with duties as stated in the recommenda. 
tions. In regard to the question of separating the offices of the Board 
into two he thought it was necessary for govud government that one 


Executive Officer should be in supreme command of the affairs on behalf 


of the Board, and responsible to the Board primarily. 

A discussion ensued as to the number of hours a day that the 
Education Officer would be expected to work, but it was pointed out that 
as they were app inting a full time official it was not necessary to define 
the number of hours. 

Objections to Combining the Ofiices. 


The Rev. 8. Levy moved as an amendment to recommendation (b) : 
that two appointm-nts be made (i) an Education Officer: (2) a 
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Cierk to the Board. He said he wished to emphasise the fact 


that the changes which they were now proposing would practically | 


legislate for another generation. Every speaker bad emphasised 
the importance of having au Education Officer to devote his whole 
time to the performance of his duties. What they expected of an 
Education Officer was to see to education and when they looked 
at the recommendations before them he believed they wou'd fiad a great 
deal that was contradictory. It was necessary for them to realise that 
if they wanted the work of the Board to be done smoothly and efficiently 
it was highly advisable that the two offices should be kept distinct. 
There was no reason whatsoever why, even at a salary of £500 per 
annum, the Board should not succeed in securing an excellent man to act 
as Education Officer only, to give his whole time to the service of the 
Board. The qualities required for an Education Officer were different 
from those required in an efficient Secretary, and there was no gurantee 


that the individual who would prove competent in one capacity would do ~ 


so in the other. 

The Key. A. A. GREEN, in seconding the amendment, said that he 
not glone approved of everything that Mr. Levy had said, but he had had 
some oxperience, and others might have had the same experience, of the 
undesirability of making a man who could do one job tack on to his job 
another job he could n t do as well. The idea of making an officer, of the 
kind they had ali been visualising, responsible for the finances and the 
petty cash was unthinkable. 


Mr. B. A. Feasnr said that with the appointment of an Education 


Officer the Board's clerical work might grow and then they might agree 
to divide the offices. ; 

The Rey. V. G. Simmons and Mr. C. A. MOCATTA opposed the amend- 
ment, which on being pat to the vote was lost. 

The recommendations were adopted. 

The following were appointed as a Selection Committee to deal 
with applications for the post of Education OMserand Secretary: Dr. A. 


Eichholz, Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Messrs. E. H. Schiff, Herbert M. Adler, . 


J. Bernberg, Miss Nettie Adler, and the Rev. I. Gokiston. 

The Buard agreed to a recommendation to make a grant of £500 
(one year’s salary) to the widow of the late Secretary. 

It was decided that the new edition of Singer’s Prayer Book should 
consist of 25,000 copies; that 15,000 be printed on ordin:ry paper 
as in the present edition, and 10,000 on thin paper. I¢ was also decided 
that the prices of the new edition be 24. to the trade, 2s. 2d. for schools, 
and 2s.

, Bs. 4d. to schools, and 2s. 6d. to the public for the thick paper edition; 


that the prodaction, etc., be left in the hands of the President and the 
Chief Rabbi as heretofore. 

The grant to the Stoke Newington Synagogue Classes was iacreased 
from £100 to £159. 

Mr. D. Greenhill was co-opted a member of the Board in place of 
Mr. Roth who had resigned. 


Get and Chalitza Problems. 
From Mr. M. P. ARNOLD. 
To the Editor of Tae JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I arp sadly afraid that Dr. Sa'is Daiches has misconceived the 
views held by the majority of the Deputies and certainly. cannot be 
cognisant of the very s rong feo'ing of the general body of English Jews 
on the “ Get” and“ Chalitza” questions. If his attitude is typical of that 
held by Orthodox Rabbis then there is little hope of matters being 
remedied, and the continued lapse from Orthodox Judaism which they 
profess to deplore must inevitably grow worse. 

Surely all thinking Jews, however Orthodox, must realise that the 
rules of “Get” and “ Uhalitza,” however appropriate in other days when 
there was a real m>thod of enforcing the spirit of the Law, are in these 
times and most couatries wholly inappropriate and out of date, and the 
only object of holding a World conference of Ribbis is to provide 
sufficient authority and sanction for a Keform which all recognise as 
overdue and would welcome accordingly. 

It is not a question of finding a way out of a legal difficulty —the way 


is clear enough —but of bringing the mecessary machinery igto operation. 


In conclusion, may I express my great regret at the tone and contents 
of the letters of several of your correspondents on this subject. These 
tend to bring Judaism into ridicule and odium both withia and outside 
the Community and one is astounded to find that in these days such 
views can be expressed in the name of a religion which I have always 
claimed and believed to be in most respects superior to, and more 
enlightened than, all others. |

No. 478.—-A Jew reflects on “Faust.” 
My DEAR CoUSsIN, 

I remember reading somewhere, that if ordiuary people cultivated 
poetry, they would thereby escape from the d abness of life which is the 
Jot of most of us. IT remember, too, thinking over this advice and coming 
to the conclusion that there is a great deal to be said for it. Many people 
find recreation in novel readivy. But it wust be admitted that fiction, when 
all is said, is only an anodyne; there arc some thinkers who go so far as 
to assert that to read novels is to waste time. Itis different with poetry. 
Poetry must of necessity possess beauty of form, and depth of thought 
and feeling. 

On farther reflection I asked myscif what the Jew may turn to if he 
requires something specitically Jewish. There is, of course, the poetry 
in the Bible, and though it may perhaps be said with jastice, that it lacks 
beauty of form, there is no denying that it possesses both depth of fee ing 
and grandeur of thought. Pride of place in this category belongs to the 
Psalms. But the Psalms deal with one particular aspect of life—the 
relationship of man to God. ‘There are other aspects of life, and for these 
the Jew, like the Gentile, must go to the great poems in the world’s 
literature. 

As I was thinking along these lines, there came to my mind G dethe’s 
“Faust,” possibly because not only is it one of the great masterpicces in 
the world’s literature, but also because it owes no small debt to the Bible. 
Throughout his long life (1749-1832) Goethe unceasingly studied the Bible, 
and you may flod somé striking opinions on the Old Testament in many 
passagesin his writings, particularly in bisreftlective writings. In “ Faust,” 
the influence of the Bible is so marked that that in itself should be a 
recommendation to Jews to make themselves acquainted with the great 
masterpiece which sums up Goethe's philosophy of life, quite apart from 
the consideraiion that Goethe was one of those great minds which were 
almost prophetic in quality. 

ibe Prologue of the drama isin heaven. ,We sec God sitting on His 
throne surrounded by the heavenly hosts who sing His praises. Asin 
Job, the Adversary, the Tempter, who in the Biblical narrative is called 
Satan, appears in Faust” in the character of Mephistopheles. In both 
works the argument is the same. Does Job fear God for naught ’—that 
is Satan's query. Similarly in “ faust,’ when Mephistopheles pours out 
his complaint of humankind God instances Faust, whereupon Mephis- 
topheles mockingly dcrides that philosopher's devotion to the divine. 
Just as Job is delivered into the power of Satan, so aust is handed ove: 
to the tender mercies of Mephistopheles. The same problem underlies 
both works—the problem of human suffering and of human redemption, 
Jn both stories the Evil One becomes the instrument of God's purpose } 

“For Man's activity svon tires 

A lazy being at the best), 

And sting and spur requires, 

In indolent enjoy nent Man, would live, 

And this companion whom I therefcre give, 

Goads, urges, drives—is Devil and cannot rest.” 
(The narrative mus berecad in the original to be understood in aii ite 
strength; I am quoting a translation printed in the “ WoriLD's CLAssics” 
and publish: d@ by the Oxford Press}, 

On one occasion Goethe remarked: “ifthe problem of my ‘ Faust*® 
shows similarity with that of Job, | am very pleased about it; that is a 
‘reason for praising my poem rather than blaming it.” The Jewish 
reader will also note Goethe's handling of cood and evil, how in the end 
good must inevitably triumph over cvil—an ecssentially Jewish concept. 
Mephistopheles describes himself as : 3 

) “Part of the power that would 
Still do evil—still does good, 

The Jewish reader will find much in “ Faust” which will remind him 
of Kohcleth. The yist of the argument of that Master of Gloom may 
perhaps be found in his statement: “| beheld all the work of God, that 
man cannot find out the work that is doue under the sun: because, how- 
ever much a man labour to seek it out, yet he shall not find it ” For that 
reason the cultivation of knowledge is useless; for that reason all manner 
of experiences of life turn to Dead Sea fruit; for that reason all is vanity 
of vanities. The wise man is no bétter than the fool; both must die and 
in the end their destiny is the Same. Even thoney, which some men 
hold is able to buy everything in life, in the opinion of Kohe/cth likewise 
brings no satisfaction. An argument very mach like this will be found 
running through “ Faust”; its expression, however, will be more artistic, 
and there will, of course, be the difference between an Orienta! writer 
who lived centuries ago, and one who lived in Europe in the cightecnth 
century. 

A striking parallelism has been pointed out, aud will be noted by the 
instructed reader, between statements in Avhe/eth and the trappings of 
Goethe's dvama. You will recall from Kvkecleth: “The sun also ariseth, 
and the sun goeth down, and hasteth to his place where he ariseth.” In 
“ Faust” the Prologue in heaven opens with: 

“ The sun, as in the ancient days 
‘Mong sister stars in rival song, 
His destined path observes, obeys, 
And still in thunder rol!s along.” 
Or take another case at random. You will recall the lament of Koheleth 
that “in much wisdom there is much gricf, and he that increaseth 
knowledge increaseth sorrow.” Compare this with Mephistopheles’. 
mocking speech about human life‘ 
« That life would seem better, if the Light 
Of heaven had not been given to spoil him quite. 
Reason he calls it—see its blessed fruig, 
Than the brute beast man is a beastlier brute.” 

Yet another parallel. Kohcleth has expericnced the vanity of human 
knowledge: “Aud I applied my heart to know wisdom and to know 
madness and folly; I perceived that this also was a striving after wind.” 


When Faust appears on the scene hvu is in his chamber working restiessly 
at his desk, and be too, expresses sentiments hke these ; 

‘Alast l have explored 

and taw apd medicine; 

Awd over deep divinity bave poured, — 

“tached with ardent and laborious 

And here Iam at a very fool, 

With useless learning cursed, 

No wiser than at first 


To d'soover ail the paralielisms in the two works world be profitabig 
entertainment and would gather no small harvest of undiluted wisdom, 
Like the Bibtical Faust who tasted all that life bad to offer, who woald 
not rest content until every human experience had been bis, Goethe's 
Faust wanders through the world seeing everything, enjoying everything, 
and finding, like his Biblical prototype, that all is vanity. Goethe's 
aust is conscious of the struggle within him of which every man is 
conscious --the struggle between godd a d evil: 
In my breast 

two souls dwell~—all thers i¢ nnres: 

Kachi with the other strives for mastery, 

Fach from the other struggies to be free,’ 


Dawe not ail know that sometimes one souwi is uppermost, and sometimes 
the other? Dov we not all know that the object aad p irpose of all religion 
is to help the higher soul to frequent victories over its lower sister? Do 
we not al) know that that man is happiest in whose mind and heart the 
higher soul is most frequently uppermost’ Goethe had probed the 
problem to its very depths, Because he was a poet he was gifted with 
greatef tinsight than common nien, and when common mon read his 
poetry they muy share bis insight. _Perhaps that underiies the idea that 
the cultivation of poetry, or of the poetic outlook upon life, may raisé u4 
into a rarer atmosphere, 

Goethe's drama is adorned with gems of wisdom, wisdom expressed 
in an economy of language, and much of it wit sound not ua+ympathetic 
tothe Jew. He seems to get beneath the surface of fe, past vanities 
and appearances and make-believes. He ia the philosopher of things as 
they are. He is a poet with delicate feciing. Attractive as wouli be his 
message in any case, it receives additional worth from the breath of 
Hebraism which Goethe has infused into it.

“And Moses used to tend the flock of Jethro, his father-in-law, 
the pricet of Midian. And he led the flock far away into the desert, 
and came to the mountain of God to Horeb.—Ewrodus in. 1. 


Holy Writ is particularly helpful in tracing the mental and spiritual 

growth of its heroes towards the part, that the Divine Master would 
have them play in His world. That part is sometimes of so arresting a 
quality, of so engrossing a nature, that we are apt to overlook the long 
years of trial and preparation, the slow development of character, that 
have preceded the fnifilment of their task. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the debt that Israel and the world owe to Moses. Moses, the 
emancipator of the people from slavery, who led his people through 
the wilderness, who endured their murmurings, and welded 
them into a nation; Moses, who gave the Law to Israel and 
& basis of civilisation to the world; Moses, faithful in all God's 
house, speaking with his Master face toface. A non-Jewish writer says: 
“Moses was pre-eminently one of the greatest men. of all times. Coming 
from the lowest ranks of life—born a slave under the iron tyranny of an 
Eastern despot—he rose to become the emancipator of his people from 
that bondage. and the founder of & nation, that held the light of Heaven 
through the darkness of ages; and which, of al! nations, has had the 
mightiest in‘uence in advancing the true progress of the world.” What 
were the experiences that prepared Moses to become the champion of his 
people, their guardian and their leader’ What was it that filled his 
heart and mind with the knowledge, the foresight, and the inspiration, 
that made him: the greatest of the prophets ° Egyptian policy had depressed 
his people to the rankof slaves, had broken up their sense of independence 
and nationality. Their servitude was breeding among them slavish hearts. 
It was the leeks and the cucumbers and the flesh-pots after which they 
huncered, They bowed to the oppressors rod and with an abject obedi- 
ence, which their rugged ancestors would have spurned, obeyed the foreign 
tyrants bidding. They had lost the simple faith that had been handed 
down by the patriarchs. To please their Egyptian taskmasters they 
may even have copied their modes of worship. But to all this the “ House 
of Levi” was an exception. They had preserved the ancient faith within 
their hearts. And when a son of Levi married a woman of the same 
tribe, an hereditary faith and the inspiration that sprang therefrom 
descended to their children. A mother's love defied and defeated the 
cruel edict of the Pharaoh. A sister's readiness secured that the circum- 


him of that mother’s influence. | 
But that influence bad to contend against very powerful contrary 
tendencies. 


of the Pharaohs. 
wisdom and the learning for which this centre of the world's civilisation 
was justiy famous. Moses thus became wise in worldly wisdom. That 
Siso is necessary for a great lawgiver and a great leader. It is an 
interesting speculation as to how much Judaism is indebted to Egyptian 
thought and learning as the sources of its development in many direc- 
tions. A race, sunk for generations in degrading slavery, cannot of itself 
produce the wisdom, the learning and the statesmanship that distinguished 
Isracl's leader and lawgiver. Moses had to find his schooling elsewhere. 
Otherwise his nataral genins could not have received its necessary training. 
But having this training at his disposal, a future of untrammelled earthly 
Splendour lay before him inthe Egyptian Court. Had he yielded to the 
temptations of a worldly ambition, Israel would no doubt have become 
merged with Egypt, and all the evil for which that Empire stood would 
have been triumphant in this world. Who knows what urge it was that 
led him from his palace gates, to “go out among his brethren and look 
upon their burdens’ But it was that one movement that changed the 
current of the world’s history. 
fles}Aind blood he takes their burdens upon himself. He has not the 
bent back that can no more rise above its circumstances, the cringing 
soul fhat follows the lash of the taskmasters whip. He is young and 
generous, impulsive and impatient of evil. But the very folk he seeks to 
champion resent his right tointerfere. He has made no friends among his 
own. But he bas made a deadly enemy of Pharaoh. In this way 
Moses finds himself an outcast from the palace that bad appeared to hold 
for him so noble a career. He abandons all those high designs, and buries 
himself afar from the stir of mighty Evypt in the land of Midian.

“I was a 
stranger in a strange land,” such was the thought in which he 
mamed his first-born son.

Sabbath MOL’, Hxodus 1., 1—vri., 1. 


1.,6. “And all that generation.” Some of the Jewish commentators, 
like Storno, understand this to refer to the seventy souls of the Hebrews 
who had migrated to Bgypt. With greater probability [bn Esra applies 
the phrase to the Kgyptians and the words are added to explain the 
sequel, Not only the new Pharaoh “knew not Joseph,” bat his subjects 
also belonged to a mew generation which bad not personally benefited 
from his ministry during the period of famine, 

Verse 7. “And the children of Israel were fruitfal.” If this were 
the intention of the Hebrew we should have bad Sx? 732 TIM. 
The construction of the sentence indicates the plaperfect, and the 
correct translation is “The children of Israel had been fraitfal.” 
By the time that the new generation appeared, the Israelites had 
multiplied exceedingly. Four verbs are employed in the verse to 
denote the great numerical increase which had taken place. They may 
simply be a rhetorical accumulation for the sake of effect; but Jewish 
exegesis looked for significance in each verb. They were “fruitfal” 
(TB) accordingly denotes that the Israelite mothers bore children 
vegnlarly each yeac as the free produces its fruit (EB) season by season. 
They “increased abundantly "—a word used of the fishes of the sea 
(Gen. i., 20) which propagate in swarms; hence the Midrashic tradition 
that they bore six children at one birth. Although a comment of 
this kind is not treated seriously, it nevertheless receives confirmation 
from ancient writers. Aristotle makes the statement in his 
“History of Animals” (vii, ) of the Egyptian women: “Often 
they bring forth twins. They even give birth to three or four 
children at a time, nor is this a rare occurrence; but five is the 
highest number, and there bave been instances of such fruitfalness.” 
Piiny (Natural History, vii.. “) likewise observes: “That three are born 
at a bicth is undoubted; te bear above that number is considered an 
extraordinary phenomenon, ¢«cept in Egypt, where the waters of the Nile 
are fructifying.* The verb- they multiplied ” is taken to mean that their 
death rate was lower than that of the general population : and the last 
word depicts the healthy constitution of the Israelites. 

“The land was’ flied.” Ibn Ezra is probably correct in defining 
“land” as the district of Goshen, which had been assigned to the Israel. 
ites (Genesis xlvii., 4, 11). This interpretation is borne out by verse 10, 
where it is related that the fear that oppressed the Egyptians, was the 
peril of having an alien people on their flank in time of war. Kalisch is 
not in agreement with this vic w and argues against it that in the subse- 
quent narrative the \{sraclites are deseribed as dwelling among the 
tgyptians (see iii., 22, v. 12). The objection does not appear to be con- 
clusive, because it ts obvious that the Egyptians would solve the problem 
not only by reducing the numbers of the Hebrews, but also by breaking 
up their settlement. Mcreover, when they were enslaved, they would 
necessarily be drafted to diferent parts of the country where their 
labour was required. 

Verse 5. The dificult, that the new Pharaoh should not have kuown 
of Joseph was setved in the Talmud by the suggestion that he pretended 
not to know him. Most moderns point to two expressions in the verse 
which they regard as significant. First the word OP", which Ibn 
t.zra already explained to mean that the new king was an upstart and 


not the son of the deceascd Pharaoh. Secondly, @ “new” instead 


of WAN “another” also indicates a political upheaval such as com. 
monly occarred in ancient times, leading to a change of dynasty. It 
is thevefore supposed that the new Pharaoh, who may not even have 
been an Egyptian, would quite likely have been ignorant of Joseph's 
career, and confirmation i, sought in the reference to the Hvyksos, or 
shepherd kings, who, according te Josephus (on the authority of Manetho, 
contra Apion. I., 14), seized the throne of Egypt about that time. But it 
the Pharaoh of the persecution was Rameses II, this explanation breaks 
down. Another suggestion that has been made is that Joseph's services had 
been useful to Egypt only in time of peace. He was not fitted tobe a 
war-minister ; consequently when a period of war came, his eminence 
would decline. {in the last chapter of Genesis there is evidence of loss of 
authority on bis part cven during his lifetime (see verses 4 and 24),-and 
So it is quite possible that with the passage of years his name may have 
faded from memory. :

Tho fire burns, but fsrael perishes not, God has led Moses 
tothis Horeb in the wilderness. To him it means nothing. Rat it is the 
Sign that God has sent him. It is the Sinai of the revelation, the aim 
and Object of the redemption. The Torah itself was, as our Rabbis have 
tanght us a prosent from the Wilderness,

The Influence of Environment. 


An Anxious Outlook. 
[from our Correspondent —New Yous.! 

A conference of the United Synagogue of America was receatiy 
held in New York City for the purpose of discussing methods by 
which Young Jewry in America can be kept loyal to its religion. <A 
number of eminent Rabbis who spoke on the occasion declared that 
there is a deplorable growth of religious apathy among the Jewish 
youth of America. The reasons for this \ ere ascribed to a number 
of causes. It was stated by one prominent minister that the 
American Jew is so ignorant of his own religion that it becomes 
necessary to “convert Jews to Judaism.” Lack of reverence in 
inany synagogues was considered « further cause. 

To discover the reasons for the present wnconcern of the average 
younger individual it ts necessary to make some analysis of the situation. 
Jewish youth in the United States i- divided roughly into two distinct 
coteries—the young American born Jew and the youngster of foreign 
. birth and extraction. The American born ceneration, especially if the 
parents are also native, go through school with an almost negligible 
education in Judaism. Hebrew is not taught in the public schools of the 
Jewish districts. Chedarim there are. but these are not many in number, 
and while there are some notably outstanding Hebrew schools in the 
larger cities, the average Chedar consists of a squalid. dingy room in 
the basement of some ancient tenement where, for the payment of some 
Smali sum the youngster of the ghetto is enlightened about the Bible. 
There are a mumber of large temples in the metropolitan centres 
_ where Hebrew is taught and where religious services are held, but these 
. are few in proportion, and somehow their activities fail to attract the 
general run of American-born Jewish youth. 

Aside from a disconcerting lack of suitable} structures for teaching 
Judaism, and of the failure of Hebrew to be included as a general part of 
the youth's education, there is also the indifference of the youngster 
bimself. Especially is this fact cvident whore the parentage is innately, 
American, For some reason the American Jew himself is net cathusi- 
| astically concerned with his religion and history. Perhaps, in extenua. 

tion, he can point to the fact that the extreme celerity of American life 
precludes any time for the stody. Nevertheless, the apathetic parent, 
> not possessing the necessary ¢/an towards his faith, is not a very favour- 
~ able inspiration for his offspring. Consequently we find the youngsters 
growing up with but a slight acquaintance with their own religious ideals. 

The case of the foreign-born Jewish youth presents a lamentable 
® situation. Entering America witha generally competent knowledge of his 

religion and a usually strict adherence to his faith, his ideals are soon 
Se swallowed up in the hectic swirl of American life. At first he views his 
© surroundings with some feeling akin to perplexity. The unorthodoxy 
2 ; and apparent indifference towards Judaism of his American companions 
| is primarily a puzzle to him. “He strives fo maintain his own beliefs and 
live in accord with his faith. But finally cnvironment proves stronger 
than apbringing, and gradually he declines into an abyss of alimost com. 
plete indifference. And here an clement of hypocrisy enters. His 
parents are usually ald-fashioned orthodox people who hold their religion 
| dear to their hearts. Perhaps, cut of respect to bis elders the youngster 
continues to put up an appearance of religious adherence though his 
= quondam observance of the principles of the faith may be past history, 
mm tHe attends the synagogue, observes the Sabbath and studies the scrip. 
See tures, though in his heart he is bursting with rebellion against what he 
i comes to believe is a plethora of old-world rc ligiows fanaticism. 

And this comes to be the plight of a great proportion of the American 
Jewish youngsters. Uninitiated into the beauties of the Hebrew 
language, the glory of their history and the ideals of their religion they 
| become Jews ia name only. Uatutored, they come to regard Judaism as 
'an occupation only for their quasi-serious elders. 1! have met relatively 
few young people in New York City, which boasts almost two million of 
the faith, who could intelligently discourse on the Hebrew language or 
Judaism in general. It is true that the synagogues are doing much good 
work in instilling into the young man or woman a more fervid interest in 


| aided by such organisations as the “Young Israel,” “ young Judea” and 
the Young Man's and Women's Hebrew Associations, but these are 
virtually the only mediums to reach the young Jew, 

The Jewish press, which, I believe, could be an effective organ to 
interest the Jew in the activities of the synagogues and analogove instita- 
tions, for doubtless very good reasons from its owa point of view, render 
very inadequate publicity to the activities of these bodies. None of these 
journals prints as does THF CHRONICLE full news of such iofiuential 
organisations. If they did, it would, perhaps, co 2 long way in amelior- 
. ating the existing conditions. { 

The Rabbis have good reason to deplore the careless and uninterested 
attitude of the younger generation, forthe Jcws of America form a targe 
part of the world’s Jewry. The situation at present indeed, ts a serious 
one, and deserves all the attention the elders can give ft.

American Jewry and a Congress Resolution.

A meeting of the Jewish Religious Organisations of America heid ia 
New York. decided to oppose calendar reform as introdeacea by resolution 
into Congress by Congressman Stephen G. Porter, Chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the House of Representatives. The basis 
of the suggested reform is a year of thirteen months and a blank day. 
This, it was pointed out to the meeting by Congressman &. Bloom, would 
destroy the continuity of the upkeep of the Sabbath on the seventh day 
ofthe weck. The meeting made it clear, however, that it was not ia 
principle opposed to calendar reform. 

Jewish opposition to various specific proposals brought forward from 
various quarters has been continuous for many years. Jewish endorse- 
ment was. however, forthcoming for the League of Nations Committee on 
Calendar Referm's scheme, approved in 1926 by the New York Board of © 
Jewish Ministers, representing various shades of opinion. This scheme 
was designed so 1s not to interfere with the continuity of the Sabbath. 


Conference of Jews and Christians. 
Large American Gathering.

Light hundred leading representatives of the Jewish, Protestant and 
Catholic Communities have met at the Temple Emanuel in New York, 
with Judge Myron Sulvber,er in the chair, for the purpose of promoting 
friendship between Jews and Gentiles. Those present included Rabbis 
Dr. David de Sola Pool, Samuel Schulman and Nathan Krass; proceedings 
were opened and closed with prayers by two Christian priests, 

The Knights of Colombus, the Masonic Order and the B nai B'rith 
were represented. Rabbi Krass suggested that thé Christian Church 
should devote its attention to converting Christians, not Jews, to 
Christianity. Rabbi Dr. de Sola Pool also criticised Christian raissionary 
activities among Jews.

‘The Citizenship Law. in Roemania. 
Government Action Foreshadowed.

A citizenship law is to be introduced by the Government shortly 
which will give citizenship rights to all persons, in accordance with the 
Peace Treattes. The information was elicited from the Minister of 
Justice by Deputy Landan's question concerning Bessarabians who nave 
been deprived of citizen rights. 

The present law on the matter was enacted in 1924, and has ever 
since been the subject of Jewish .complaint expressed through various 
organisations which have negotiated with successive Governments. 
Promises of applying the law so as not to effect deprivation of national 
rights have not been fulfilled; estimates of the number of Jews affected 
in the Bukovina alone vary between fourteen and eighteen thousand.

@eto the interpretation, effect or operation of any recommendations contained 
wan the report of the Joint Palestine Sarvey Commission, and such Com. 
Wemittee having to that end conferred with the duly authorised representa.

“THE JEWISH AGENCY ILLEGAL.” 


CONTINUED FIGHT FOR NATIONALIST PRINCLPLES. 
{From our Correspondent —VIENNA } 

The World Conference of the Rvisionist Zionist Organisation wa* 
opened in Vienna at the Hotel Continental on Wedoesday morning of last 
week by Mr. Richard Lichtheim, a former member of the Zionist World 
Executive. There were ninety-three delegates present. A message of 
greetiag was read from the Vienna Jewish Community. 

Dr, Goldhammer, the President of the Austrian Zionist Federation, 
welcomed Mr. Jahotinsky, who was accorded an ovation. 

Engineer Stricker, on behalf of the World Federation of Radical 
Zionists, wished the Conference good Inck. He attacked the Zionist 
Press, and characterised the decisions of the Actions Committee on the 
Jewish Agency as shamefal. : 

Mr. Viadimir Jabotinsky declared that the aim of Zionism was te 
establish in Palestine a Jewish majority and autonomy. A A4wish 


majority did not involve the op oréssion of the non-Je wish minorities, as the . 


Jews would certainly set an example to the world by their treatment of 
minorities. The first essential condition was a large Jewish immigration. 
Colonisation was only possible if it were conducted as the concern of the 
State ; the Zionist Organisation had no colonisation plans The creation 
of the Jewish Agency in accordance with the present proposals meant the 
liquidation of the Zionist Congress. The large majority of the Revisionists 


wished to remain within the Zionist Organisation as long as it was possible . 


and to revive aad rehabilitate it without breaking the prerogative of the 
Zionist Executive. No Parliament was possible in Palestine without the 
consent of the Jews and the Arabs. A Jewish armed f:rce in Palestine 
was essential to render any Arab veto against Jews impossible. 

On Friday Mr. Lichtheim reported on the Jewish Agency decisions af 
the Actions Committee and characterised them as illegal and contrary te 
the wishes of the Congress. He declared that the Kevisionist Zionists 
would conduct a big campaign prior to the Congress against the Jewish 
Agency proposals,.and at the Congress would do everything possible te 


nullify them. 


A Political Commission in London. 


In the course of the political debate condacted on Tiursday, Mr. 
Jabotinsky urged the Conference to accept the decisions of the Central 
Committee that the K :visionist Zionists should remain within the Zionist 
Organisation, and that a Revisionist Political Commission should be 
created in London. The @ommission, he said, was not intceaded for the 
purpose of conducting negotiations with the Colonial Office, as this right 
belonged tothe Zionist Executive, but ite task was to enlighten English 
public opinion on Revisionist Zionist aims. He also urged that the 
Palestine Yishub should hive a permanent representation in London. 

Dr. Wolfgang Weis! submitted a resointion to the Conference 
welcoming the plan of converting Palestine into a Dominion, but not 
entirely agreeing with Colonel Wedgwood’s proposals on the subject. 

Mr, M. Grossman spok? on the Zionist economic policy in Palestine 
He blamed the British Government for hindering the Jewish work of 
developing the country, and urged the establishment of an economig 
policy based on private initiative. 


Sitting Closed to the Press. 


The Confererce was resumed on haturday evening, but the sitting . 


was suddenly closed to the public aud to the Press. | understand that 
the secret se<sion was devoted to the adjustment of differences among 
the leaders of the Conference on the methods of campaign against the 
Jewish Agency, on the question of remaining within the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, and on_the relations of the Revisionist Zionists and the Palestine 
Yishub. 

Futur: Policy of the Movement. 

-On Sunday, the Conference unanimously adopted a series of rasolu- 
tious dealing with the future policy of the Movement. It decided to 
conduct extensive propaganda against the Jewish Acency proposals during 
the Zionist Congress election campaign. Inthe e ent of the adoption by 
the Zionist Congress of the Jewish Agency proposals, the Revisio ist 
Zionists would decide on further ways of fighting for the princip e of the 
sovereignty of the Zionist Congress. The Conference also decided to 
confir.a the prerogatives of the Zionist Executive in political matters and 


to recognise the autosomy of the Revisionist: Zionist Organis«tion tg 
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Palcstine in local questions, subject to the supreme control and the right 
of vote of the head office of the Revisionist Zionist World Organisation. 

it was decided that the Central Office should remain in Paris under 
the control of the new Presidiam Organisation, consisting of Messrs. 
and (irossman. 

The Conference received a message from the London Zionist World 
Execative, greeting the gathering and urging it to submit to Zionist 
discipline. The Chairman, Mr. Richard Lichtheis, is taicating 
the messace, declared that it was the Zionist Actions Committee, at the 
invitation of the Zionist World Executive, which broke the Zionist 
discipline by setting aside t e decisions of the Zionist Congress. 

Mr. Jabotinsky announced the creatiou in London of a Society for the 
protection of the Jewish rights in Palftine.

The Sixth Aunual Conference of the University Zionist Federation 
was held at the Hotel Metropole, Leeds, on Tuesday and Wednesday of 
last week.

“ET LIVNOT”® ASKS SOME QUESTIONS. 
sia S. Landman, M.A., in the course of his address to the Conference 
The devision of the “ ictione” Committeea few dayzago in regard te 
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the enlarged Agency is of the very greatest importance to us Zionists. It 
goes to the very roots of the Organisation, and makes it urgently 
necessary for every serious Zionist to g-t a clear conception of the role 
played by the Zionist Organisation in the work of the national rebirth.. 
It is the principal aim of the organisation recently formed and called 
“kt Livnot” to introduce the idea of Zionist citizenship into our ranks 
and to take practical steps to strengthen and fortify the world organisa- 
tion, which embedies tue Zionist idea and is also the instrument of its 
realisation. 

“Pt finds, however, that mst serious obstacles are placed 
in the way of this work of strengthening the organisat/on by the corfasion 
of thought arising in connection with the enlarged Agency, & confusion 
which threatens the very existence of the organisation which we are 
endeavouring to strengthen. 

The Agency qnegtion has been discussed for the last five or six years 
almost to the exclusion of all other importaat problems of Zionism. It 
is nevertheless extremely diffeult, if not impossible for a thinking Zionist 
to obtain a clear and simple answer to his questions. For instance: 

Will the Zionist financial institutions, i.¢., the Jewish National Fand 
and Aeren Haycsod remain subject to the control of the Zionist Congress 
as now, or will they pass out of its control? If the latter, what will 
remain under its contro! ’ 

Are our proposed partners under any obligation to create new financial 
institations, the fund< of which are to be provided by them in the same, 
or @ Similar, way as the Jewish National Fund and Keren Hayesod funds 
are provided by the Zionist members of the Agency ” 

if new non. Zionist institutions are to be created, will there be two 
parallel appeals to the Jews of the world—one for Zionist institutions and 
the other for nun. Zionist institutions ? 

As the enlarged Ageney presumably will occupy itself with the work 
of colonisation, immigration, ed :cation and sanitation, what will be the 
function of the future Zionist Congress apart from election of members - 
on the Jewish Agency Council? 

Will the decisions of the Agency bso final, or will the Zionist Congress 
have any power of modifying such decisions ? 

The Marshall Memorandam makes no reference to the arrangement 
that the President of the Zionist Organisation shall be the President of 
the Agency. Is this omission accidental or has this condition: been 
dropped? | 

_ These are a few of the questions—plain straightforward questions— 
to which answers are required before we can tell what the decision of the 
“Actions” Committee means in actual practice. What on earth, for 
instance, are we to make of a@ request of which we read by the Vaad Leumi 
which represents the Jewish population of Palestine and contains, so far 
as we know, nota single non Zionist—what is the meauing of a request 
by this body for ten seats on the non-Zionist section of the Agency? We 
cannot understand it, although we have tried very hard. What is the 
ordinary Zionist to do in such circumstances? He tarns to the leaders 
for guidance. He reads the speeches of Dr. Weizmann, the articles of 
Mr. Sokolow and the oficial explanations in the two official organs of the 
Movement. We regret to say that all the explanatiozus are unintelligible 
and merely make conf ision worse confounded. 

It is the policy of “Et Livnot” to press the Executive for clear 
auswers to plain questions, and to resist any proposal to reduce or infringe. 
the supremacy of the Zionist Congress. The Congress must remain the 
final authority on a!! questions relating to the restoration of the Jewish 
National Home.

WILL IT REVERT TO TURKEY ?

_ Bat (proceeds the Editor) in this “futarising”—if the term be 
allowable—c oncerning Palestine, it seems to-me® that it were unwise 
to omit all consideration of the possibility.(I put it no higher)-- 
of its resumption by Tarkey. Ever siace the bleodiess surrender . 
of Jerusalem by the Turks [| have thought that the day might 
come when an attempt might be made by that power to regain . 
possession of the Province it held for so long. And when" 
the attempt comes, it will not be very easy to resist it 
unless Palestine will have become the National Home of the 
Jewish People under the administrative encouragement of Great © 
Britain, about which Great Britain has not shown herself very - 
enthusiastic or inspiring. I said this before Mustapha Kemal had ‘ 
proved himself to be the remarkably stropg man of the East. 
he is, and before the Turkish people had manifested their 
wonderful power of recuperation and progress. For that reason 
I bave always advised the Zionists to keep their eye on Angora. I¢ 
is quite true that Great Britaia needs, almost vitally so, Palestine 
for her Imperial purpeses; bat that need will not be sufficient to 
secure its retention by her, nor will the mers promalgation by her of 
the Balfour Declaration, nor again the acceptance by her of the 
Mandate, especially if in the implementing of it she shows, as she 
has in so miary. respects hitherto, a .isposition to igaore the 
spirit (and sometimes the letter) of those two documents. Ia order - 
to establish a right there, which will be respected by the general 
opinion of the world at large, she must do something more than 
merely maintain the peace between the various sections of the popu- 
lation, aud somethiag more thaa just protect the economic advance- 
ment of the country. She mast establish a political position, and. 
there seems none so favourable for her purpose as the setting up 
there of a Jewish Commonwealth. That is one. of the reasous 
why thesilly “pact” between Mr. Marshall and Dr. Weismann is so 
silly from the point of view of Zionists whohaye bound themselvesby @ 
the Mandate and its implications, As the gentlemen withtheAmerican 
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money-bags whem Dr. Weizmann has «o triumphantly roped in have

plishing the one thing that woud give her a position in Valestine 
politically secure. The alternative of Palestine becoming an Arab 
country—or even an Arab-Jewish—would, I think, play almost 
inevitably into the bands of Turkey if ever she should ask for the 
restitution to her of the country.

It is not correct 
to say that orthodox Jews suffer disabilities any where in P .lestine under 
the régime of the Zionists. Each individual is free to live and worship 
in his own way.

ADVICE FROM THE ARAB PRESS. 
‘From our Gerrespondent—JERUSALEM } 


The arrival of the new High Commissioner, Sir John Chancellor, was 
the occas'on for several articles in the Arab newspapers. They, of 
course, Coufiaed themselves to political matters—to a proposed Legislative 
Assembly, the desired abolition of the Balfour Declaration, and requests 
for the repeal of the Maniate. Very refreshingly, however, AL CARMEL, 
an Azab bi-weekly of Haifa, counselled the Arab nation to leave political 
matters tothe “Arab Executive Committee and its energetic secretaries,” 
aud proposed radica!i amendment of the economic situ ttion. The news- 
paper suggested a number of economic reforms which includ ad the 
poxtponem ‘nt of collec ious on agricultural debts, reduction of expendi- 
ture on certain Government services, and introduction of constructive 
public works among Arabs. Ths dismis<al of Euglsh offisials is. also 
advised as a means of collecting fauds for gge establishment of an 
Agri itural and Mortgage Bank. 

T 1 newsp per further sugzests that previous sales (they were made 
to vews) of the Beixan lands which had been given to Bedouins should 
now be abrogated and that the British Government should advance funds 
tothe Bedouins to enable them to cultivate such lands. 


THREE REQUISITES FOR NATIONAL HOME. 


Sir John Chancellor interviewed the Ex -cative of the Vaad Leumi on 
Sunday and discu se questions aff-cting the interests of the organised 
Jewish Community in Palestine (Kenesset Yisrael), of which the Vad 
Leumi is the repr: sentative, immigration matters, and the Wailing Wall 
incident.

Education in Palestine. 
JEWISH-ARAB CO-OPERATION. 


Mr. Humphrey Bowman, C.BE., Director of Education in the 
Palestine Government, addressing the Anglo-Pales inian Ciub at Jews’ 
College on Wednesday evening on “ Eduction in Palestine,” Professer 
Graham Wallas presiding, ssid: “ Ve believe in Pal stine that no educa- 
tion is of any value at all unless you are trying to train character. We 
are trying to train cyuaracter in the Arab schools and in the Jewish 
schools, and I look forward to the time when we shall! find the Arab and 
the Jew working side by side, not for the good of the Arab or the Jew, 
but for the good of the country in which he iives and which he serves.” 

Mr. Bowman said that the two training colleges for teachers which, 
they had actually started before 1920, had developed very remarkably in 
recent years. So far as the men were concerned, the numbers had risen 
from 30 in 1920 to 80 in 1927; with regard to the women’s college, the 
figure had gone up from 26 in 1920 to 64 in 1927. They would, therefore, 
see that the number had practically trebied in both cases. He did 
not quote these fig:ires becanse he placed great importance upon 
numbers. It was quality which counted, and in this respect, too, 
he was able to say that there had been a great improvement for the 
type of teacher they now turved out from the Men’s College was 
ten times better than the type of eight years ago, and he 
thought that the same might be said of the women teachers. One 
of the difficulties with the Women’s College was that it was a resi- 
dential one, and the Mosiéim girl was reluctant to leave her home. 
This difficulty was, however, gradually disappearing, and the percentage 
of Mosiem girls to-day who went to the college was much higher than it 

.used to be. The most diffi ult question, said Mr. Bowman, which the 
Zionist Executive had to face in matters educational was that of finance. 
The financial situation had, for the last two or tiree years, been ex- 
tremely unsatisfactor y—so much so, that the large majority of the teachers 
in the Zionist schools had been two, three, and even four months fn arr: ars 
of salary. In this convection he wonald like to-pay his tribute to these 
teachers. He was happy to say that the burden of debt was gradually 
being diminished. He stressed the close and friendly relationship exist- 
ing between the Government departments of Education and the Zionist 
Executive. Facilities were also given in Palestine to students to take the 
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Kendoa matriculation and inter-examinations and this showed the very 
@irecs touch maintained with English institutions. He was confident 
3 thaé, in spite of setbacks and antipathies, Palestine had a good future. 
4 After replying to questions, the Chairman, in the course of a few 
Observations. said that while it was true that the Palestinian problem 
was not the same as the British in some respects, the inhabitants of one 
tand could learn from those of the other.

MENINSKY AS ARTIST AND TEACHER 


The question of the art school is an insufficiently vexed one. In the 
columns devoted to new artists, new tendencies, even to schemes for the 
welfare of art, itis almost invariably ignored as if it were cither of ne 
importance or established in so definite and final a form that there could 
be no two opinions on it, discussion of its development being superMuous 
or hopeless. 

Yet the dominant influence of the three or four most formative years 
in the lives of practically all our artists can hardly be dismissed as being 
of no importance. In some cases, indeed, its effect is so marked that one 
can generally identify the work of an ex-pupil of a pafticnlar art school, 
the Slade, for example, at any period in bis later life. And one has only 
to question half a doven artists to discover that there is no sort of 
unanimity, among those most concerned, as to the present state and the 
future possibilities of art teaching. There is certainly a preponderating 
opinion that the usual English system is thoroughly bad, but an agree- 
ment here usually precedes an especially violent dissension as to what 
should replace it. Some insi<t that a training in the technique of the 
old masters is an indispensable preliminary to free expression; others 


maintain that no teaching except self-teiching is anything but 
harmful. 


Avoiding the more complicated issues, and starting with the fact tia 
most youny artist« do find a period of instruction a great saving of donkey- 
work, one is still faced with the question of what sort of instruction is 
best, and who should administer it. Of great interest from this point 
of view are those scho ls which can never be the result of a system 
alone, but which may come into existence through the fortunate coinci- 
dence of an open-minded system and two or three teachers of genius 

The pre-war Westminster Art School was one of these, where the 
teaching of Sickert and Gilman provided artistic realities for the students 
to bite on, in relation to which, whether in Agreement or dissent, they 
had to discover reality in themselves, a quality less likely to be ce. oked 
by plaster casts and gentle orthodoxies. The influence of that school 
permeates one of the two most important developments in this country, 
nor is it by any means yet exhausted. 


To-day, the teaching at the Central Schoo! of Art, though less 
specialised in its tendencies, is similar in being the work of artists who 
are dealing with important problems of their own, such menas Meninsky, 
Grant, Porter, and Roberts. This being so, the association of these ia 
an exhibition entitied the Central Group, at the Paterson Galleries in 
Old Bond Street, is of especial interest, not only for the beauty of the 
various works; but for the hiats one may gather from them of those 
elements which the artist fiads communicabie to his students. 


From both points of view the work of Meninsky is the most pro- 
minent in the exhibition, justifying both bis reputation as an artist, and 
as (next to Sickert) the fine«<t teacher among us to-day. In No. 2l, a 
drawing of a woman dressing, he shows us with delightful case his complete 
mastery of balance and poise. The heavy masses of the arms an the 
torso drive down upon a single leg, which perfectly sustains their weight. 
It has that quality of life v hich lifts the whole desiga far above a mere 
problem of solids. His water-colout; “ Cookham Dene,” No. 24, is notavle 
especially for its treatment of pale and uncertain light; bat it is in his 
portrait of a boy, No, 26, that his qualities appear at their best. In the 
“Woman Dressing” the dominant vote, over the techvique, was the 
artist's overpowering sense of the beauty of the forms with which he was 
dealing ; but inthis he has interfased the sensual appeal with an equally 
strong intellectual one. It has the grace of a Modigliani, combined with 
a masculinity which the Italian only rarely achieve’. And, which is of 
great importance in a teacher the desiga is not only perfectly si uple 
but perfectly realistic, and not only perfectly realistic but at the same 
time impossible to regard in terms of raw life-—one can only remember 
that it is a boy after one has experienced it completely as an arrange.

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The “First Aid’’ Movement. 


JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTURE. 
On Saturday evening, at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, Captain L. Ds 


Franks delivered a le :ture on “the First Aid Movement in Nelation to 
H-aith.” Dr A R. Abelson, D.Se., was in the chair. The tecture was 
held under the auspices of the Jewish Health Organisations The 
lecturer said that a knowledge of Firs: Aid gave the ability to deal with a 
case of injury or sickness in. the intervil which elapsed between the 
occurrence of the accident and the arrival of the doctor This had saved 
Many a life, and had prevented many an accident from taking a much 
more serious turn. To render First Aid efficiently implied the possession 
of an elementary kaowledge of Anatomy and Physiology—that is, a 
knowledge of the structure of the body aad of the way in which the 
different parts performed their fonctions. In 1877 the St. Joha Ambulance 
Association began course: of lectures oa First Aid, after which they held 
eXiminations ani «ranted certificates. Three years later a group of 
people banded themselves together and went ous on public dutyas an 
ambniance corps. They were scoffed at, as was the fate of alb 
pioneers, but the movement grew and the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
now numbered 52,00) members, men and women, in Euwgiand, and 
8000 in the Colouies. Of these, there were 5,000 members in London, 
but there were not enough Jewish men and women: among them. 
It was to be regretted, said the lecturer. that young Jewist people did 
not take kindly to this homane movement, whi: h took no account of race 
or ceed. They were missing a great opportuni'y. The St. Johan 
Ambulance Brigade was organised in a thoroug efficient and compre: 
hensive way. The smallest unit was tlhe division, the divisions were 
grouped iuto corp;, and corps into arew.

Jews, he said, had 


liberaily ideutified themselves with all the other social activities of the 
country, but in this fleld they had much lost ground to retrieve. For 


example, the number of Jewish girls taking up nursing as a profession was 


hopelessly inadequate.

From the point of view of adequate publicity it is perhaps a little 
unfortunate that four Orders, the Order Ac»ei Brith and Shield of 
Abratam, the Independent Order of B'nei B’rith, the Order of Ancient.

combine ordinary lrien sly Socie:y functions with commaunal and intel. . 


lectuai activities, and in all this round of work the ladies fully play their ~ 


part. Itis thirteen years «ince the Achei Brith enrolled its first ladies’ 
lodge. Now the Order has nineteen ladies’ lodges with an aggregate 
gen rere of 1,560 and capital funds of £3,650. 
ccording to figares farnisned to the Achei Brith Conf 

B,. A. Persht, the Order spends £20,000 in benefits per 
last year one member in five has been on the sick fund, and on the 
average a week’s sickavss benefit is apportioned to each member The 
value of the ameliorative work achieved by the Achei Brith can be 
gauged from the fact that nearly 8,006 weeks of full sickness benefit was 
dispensed in one year to male and female members on the ordinary side, 
with a further 2,0)0 weeks on half pay. That the Order is well plaéed 
flaancially is evident from its possession of capital funds in the Volantary 
and State sections of £140:000' no wean heritage for a Jewish working 
class movement. It is doubtless true to say that mutual self help and 
organised thrift have made suet figures possible, but the success of the 


Achei Brith in meeting its day-to-day obligations and in playing a worthy '— 


part in the movement, of which it is such a considerable factor, and 
the general affairs of the Community, could never have Stonansuenad 
without the exercise by those who administer its affairs - of qualities 
calling for proscience and-sustained enthusiasm.

JEWISH HEALTH ORGANISATION LECTURE. 


On Saturday evening, at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, Captain L. Di 
Franks delivered a le ‘ture on “ the First Aid Movement in Relation to 
H-alth.” Dr A R. Abelson, D.Se., was in the chair, The tecture was 
held under the auspices of. the Jewish Health Organisation, The 
lecturer said that a knowledge of Fires’ Aid gaye the ability to deal with a 
ease of injury or sickuess in. the interval..which elapsed between the 
occurrence of the accident and the arrival of the doctor This had saved 
many a life, and had prevented many an accident from taking a much 
more serions turn. To reader First Aid efficiently implied the possession 
of an elementary kaowledge of Afatomy and Physiology—that is, 4 
knowledge of the structure of the bedy aud of the way in which the 
different parts porformed their fonctions. Iu 1877 the St. John Ambulance 
Association begau course of Jeetures oa First Aid, afver which they held 
eximinations ani granted certificates. Three years later a group of: 
people banded themselves together and went ous on public datyas an 
ambulance corps. They were scoffed at, as was the fate of all 
pioneers, but the movement grew and the St. John Ambulance Brigade 
now numbered 52,00) members, men and women, in Evugland, and 
8000 in the Colouies. Of these, there were 5,000 members in London, 
but there were not cnough Jewish men and women: among them.: 
It was to be regretted, said the lecturer. that young Jewish people did 
not take kindly to this humane movement, whi h took no account of race 
or coed. They were missing a great opportuniy. The St. John 
Ambalance Brigade was organised in a thoroug sy efficient and compre- 
hensive way. The smajlest unit was tle divisiov, the divisions were 
grouped iuto corps, and corps into arew. No istrics in London was 
Without a division, and the No. 30 East London Division, the Jewish 
division, met every Tuesday at 8.30 p.m., at the Jews’ Free School, and 
had already celebrated its thirtieth anniversary. There was also a 
Narsing Division for women which met at Toynbee Hall. There was a 
ceriain reward attaclicd to membership of a Division, namely free 
Mim ssion to theatres and music hads, aud perhaps this might be some 
incentive for )oung people to join up 

A denionstration was given at the lecture by the No. $0 (East London) 
Division of the St. Johu Ambalance Brgale. This incladed @ display of 
bandaging 2nd of how (o carry a patient by means of the two, three and 
four-bauded seat. This was followed by a demonstration of the means of 
administering artificial respuratioa in eases of drowning. I6 was pointed 
ont that artificial resp, ation had o ten to be continued for some five or 
Six hours before the p.‘ieut would revive. 

Dr. Abelson, who ws the initi ctor of the off orts of the Jewish Health 
Org uisation torecruit young Jewish people for the First Aid Movement. 
made au appeal to t! members of the audience to come forward and 
Offer their services i: this humanitarian work. Jews, he said, had 
liberally identified selves with all the other social activities of the 
country, but in this icld they had much lost ground to retrieve. For 
example, the number «f Jewish girls taking up pursing as a profession was 
hopelessly inadequate.

THE YEAR'S PROGRESS, 
‘From our Correspondent. 


From the point of view of adequate publicity it is perhaps a little 
unfortunate that four Orders, the Order Ac ei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham, the Independeat Order of B'rith, the Order of Ancient 
Maccabeans and the Grand Order Sons of Jacob, all held their annual 
conferences during the holiday week. With the glut of annual reports it 
is alinost importible to see the wood for trees. But progress is recorded. 
in many directions, particularly in the acquisition of more suitable meet- 
ing premises in London and the Provinces. The Jewish Friendly Society 
Movement, by the establishment of commodious headquarters and social 
centres, points the example to other bodies in the community still 
woefully behin I the times in lacking central premises.

Served by competent and public spirited offic als. it has 
consolidated its position and is able to reader increasingly bea: ficial work 
to its members, who number approximately 18,000 oa the ordinary and 
State insured sides. Nota little of its success is due to its ambition to 
combine ordinary lrien tly Society functions with communal and intel. 
lectuai activities, and in all this rownd of work the ladies fully play their ~ 
part. Itis thirteen years since the Achei Brith enrolled its first ladies’ 
loige. Now the Order has nineteen ladies’ lodges with an aggregate 
of 1,560 and capital funds of £3,650.

The Manchester Talmud Torah Appeal. 
From Mr. ISAAC RICKLESS. 
To the Editor of Tus Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sik,—The report of the Manchester Talmud Torah Council meeting 
which you publishe! in your issue of last week, mak 8s sad reading for 
those who have at heart the welfare of this great institution and all that 
it stands for.

The class of persons who like to 
receive present Kudos for a def rred payment, which in many cases 
never materialises, is a c nstant source of tronble. 

There is a reference in the same report to ao intended organisation 
of a Synagogne Appeal. Iam well aware of the difficulties which Syna- 
gogue Executives will meet with in the prosecution of a systematic 
Collecting campaign among their members. But however great the 
difficulties, they can be surmounted. Indeed. it would be a travesty of 
ali we Jews hold dear, if the strongholds of Judaism refused to put forth 
every effort to ensure a continual flow of Jewishly trained recruits for the 
future. The part the Synagogues are goi ¢g to play in this effort will 
indicate what estimate local Jewry places upon itself and its fn ure. 

Manchester's Young Jewry has shown a splendid example in devoting 
the proceeds of the recent Drama Festival to the obj cts of this Appeal— 
but where «re the ladies? Why are the mothers of Israel holding aloof? 
There are many noble Jewish women here, and I trust that immediate 
steps will be taken to form a Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee. 

Phe question of the multiplicity of a peals which come before the 
Community simultaneously must have struck an impartial observer more 
forcibly than ever lately. As soon as news leaked ont that the Talmud 
Torah was about to launch an appeal, feverish efforts were made by 
Others to “get pn first.” The result of these tactics is that no com- 
peting institution really gets all the help, either in money or service, 
whic : it would otherwise secure. 

I am contident that Manchester Jewry, which has inherited great 
institutions and traditions, f unded when the Community was poorer and 
smalier, will not give less to posterity, if only it realises how grave the 
position is. Let it not betray our glorious past, but help with all its 
power to place the lalinud Torah upon a sound financial basis.

I have alwavs hada lurking sympathy with cxtremists, and felt 
that they sometimes perform a usefal function in the world, yet I 
have never experienced a desire to be an extremist myself. Thus, if 
a wall bad to be broken down to make a new road I should be quite 
content to take it down brick by brick, but I could feel syinpathy with 
an impatient soul who, wanting to get on with the job, ran a steam- 
roller into a wall, smashed it down, and: carted away the débris in a 
lorry. If there are two ways of doing a thing sorae people are for

choosing the more violent and expeditious, otbers for the steadier 


and less disturbing. Extremists are always uncomfortable people. IL 
do not think they get much enjoyment out of life, though by their 
work they may sometimes make life more tolerable for those that 


come after them, 
THE MBEAN, 


Judaism on the whole does not encourage extremists. It does not 
say, for instance, * Sell all thou hast and give it to the poor.” That 
sounds very heroic but it is not practicable, and if everybody were to 
try to follow it we shuuld reach an absur.tity, for there would be no 
buyers. The Jewish teaching is ‘gg tou shalt surely open thy band 
unto thy poor and needy brother in thy land.” Judaism does not say - 
“Whosoever smiteth thee on thy right cheek turn to him the other 
also.” That, too, is an impracticable doctrine. But Judaism does 
say : “If thine enemy be hungry give him bread to eat ; and if he be 
thirsty give him water to drink.” Turning the other cheek mecly 
encourages the bully; but showing him kindness when he i« in necd 
will “heap coals of fire upon his head” and probably make a decent 
fellow of him. Judaism teaches us to be liberal but not extravagant, 
frugal but not avaricious, courageous but not reckless, joyous but not 
licentious ; in other words, to follow the golden meau as a practical 
rule of life. 

THE BETTER WAY, 


Sometimes, of course, in life extreme measures are necessary. 


Little ills can be cured by a dose of physic, but big ones often demand 


the surgeon's knife. Maimonides pvints out that it is sometimes 
necessary to go to extremes in order to correct evils. He cites the

may fiud it necessary to withdriw them-elves: and practise abstem!- 
en on-ness and ascet:cism in order to provide a corrective to the sur- 
rounding licentiousness..

* teaches, can only be corrected by what he calls restoring the 
equilibrium.
